The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 16, line 9, applicants refer to Figure 2, but this should actually be Figure 9 
because Figure 2 does not show a method, as is described. 

On page 17, line 7, applicants refer to Figure 9, but the description and reference 
numerals are not consistent with what this figure shows. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claims 19-25 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
fails to appreciate an abrasive feature that meets the shape defined by the instant claims. The 
shapes of the features according to the prior art of record are cones, pyramides, cylinders, etc. but 
none of the references teach or suggest a parabolic shaped feature that is defined by four distinct 
(distinct implies separate) sidewalls. During a search update, application serial number 
10/668,753 was discovered, this reference, however, was filed on the same day so a 102/103 
rejection could not be made. With respect to the claims of the copending case, an abrasive 
article and method are claimed. Applicants canceled the method claim (by examiners 
amendment) thus precluding any ODP rejection based on the method. With respect to the 
abrasive feature claims as defined by the instant application, the copending claims claim a 
"structured abrasive article" and a "structured abrasive article" does not make the instant claims 
rejectable under ODP because the claims of the copending application are of a different scope 
(abrasive article compared to an abrasive feature) when compared to the instant claims.
